WnUe  not  properly  coming,  perhaps,  under  the  head  of 
thi^  Committee,  it  may  be  well  to  mention  the  effort  made 
by  Bloomfield,  through  their  representative  in  the  Legisla¬ 
ture,  Chas.  W.  Powers,  to  secure  the  passage  of  a  bill  uniting 
Glen  Ridge  and  Bloomfield  in  what  was  to  be  known  as  the 
CiUy  of  ‘  Bloomfield..  Our  citizens  as  well  as  our  attorneys 
appeared  to  protest  against  the  passage  of  this  bill.  We 
offered  to  consent  to  the  passage  of  the  bill  providing  it 
gave  to  our  citizens  the  privilege  of  voting  whether  they 
should  accept  the  proposition  or  not,  as  we  felt  that  if  our 
citizens  were,,  the  majority  of  them,  in  favor  of  accepting 
this  form  of  government  they  should  have  the  opportunity 
to  so  express  themselves  at  the  polls.  This  proposition  was 
promptly  rejected  by  Bloomfield,  and  without  this  provision 
they  were  unable  to  secure  even  the  favorable  report  of  the 
Committee  on  the  bill.  The  sentiment  of  the  Legislature 
both  in  the  Senate  and  in  the  House  was  quite  largely 
funded  by  our  people  and  it  seemed  to  be  unanimous  that 
no  measure  which  did  not  give  the  municipalities  to  be 
united  a  chance  to  pas’s  by  ballot  on  the  acceptance  oii  re¬ 
jection  of  the  law  could  be  put  through  the  Legislature.

Your  Committee,  ns  stated  in  ouri  last  report,  on  its 
organize  ition  signified  to  the  Orange  Water  Company  oiir; 
readine  s  to  issume  responsibility  for  he1  hydrants  within 
our  territory*  but  not  until  tpe  fall  of  iRy<$  was  there  showmi 
any  disposition  on  the  part  of  the  jWatfr  Company  to 
negotiate  with  us.  Wc  were  then  presented  with  bill  for 
thj  rental  ofhydrants  for  one  year  to  Juj|y  first,  1896,  on, 
the  same  terms  as  chargcdMo  Bloomfield  and  with  the 
information  that  the  Town  of  Bloomfri-'ldi  had  'declined  to 
pay  for  the  use  of  the  hydrants  within  the  limits  of  the 
Borough.  \ 

Inasmuch  as  the  suit  in  Chancery  brought  by  Bloomfield 
and  which  hxd  been  decided  by  the  Courts  in  our  favor  wa# 
under  4ppe$l  to  the  Court  of  Errors  ami  Appeals,  our 
counsel  could  not  advise  either  that  we  pay  the  bill  pre* 
sented  or  that  we  contract  with  the  Dr^tige  Water  Com. 
pany  for  our  supply.  A  decision  on  this  appeal-  has  but 
recently  been  handed  down  in  which  I  the  decision  of  the 
lower  Courts  is  sustained.  The  bill  reftdered  us  by  the 
Orange  Water  Company  is  for  a  total  of  $1,430.46.  We 
have  also  unpaid  their  bill  for  changing  the  location  of 
street  sprinkling  hydrants,  $25.  , 

An  appropriation  of  $1,500  was  made  for  Water  purposes 
last  year,  and,  as  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committed 
shows  only  $5  expended,  there  is  still  to  the  credit  of  the 
appropriate  for  water  $1,495  which  will  provide  for  both 
bills  when  our  attorneys  shall  advise  Us  to  pay  the  same.
